The meeting of the Barley Tobacco 
Growers' j^asociatioaat Lexington Thurs- 
day wsa large and entbnsisstic. From 
twenty to twenty-five countiea in Ken- 
tucky, Ohio and Indiana were represent- 
ed. Messrs. W. 8cott Osborne, T. L. Hoi- 
ton ttud H. Olay Stone were preeent from 
Mason Ooonty. The Herald ssys : "There 
is no <iue8tion but that the white burley 
tobacco growers of Kentucky are In earn- 
eet in their fight against the tobscco 
trust Most earnest speeclies were made 
by several speakers, especially Messrs. 
Bsrton, of Falnaeath ; Newman, of Wood- 
ford, and Hughes, of Mercer. Tiieae gen- 
tlemen expressed the general feeling that 
this organization is going to control the 
output of white bnrley the coming sea- 
son. They have not yet obtained the 
40,000 signers to the contract for the de- 
livery of the next crop of tobscco, but ex- 
pect to obtain the foil number in thirty 
da)s." 

Among other things done at the meet- 
ing of an intereeting nature was the 

adoption of a button, bearing a leaf of to- 
bacco and the initials "B. T. G. A."

Pittsburg, Pa., May 2.— Economy 
and tbe 2,600 acres of the original 
tract of the Harmony society, Bur> 
rounding tbe old town, have passed 

into the hands of Pittsburg and east- 
ern capitalists. Tbe deal was con- 
du( t(>d by the Real Estate Trust Co. 
The amount paid for the tract Is not 
made public, but the Liberty Land Co. 
la capltaUsed at 12.600.000, aU paid In. 
and it is known that it has Issued $2,- 
500,000 bonds as part of the purchase 
money. The papers for the sale were 
.signed several days ago by Trustee; 
John S. Duss for tbe Union Co., which 
held title to ail of the property of the 
old Economlte society, but details 
were not settled until late Friday. 

The identity of the backers of the 
I..iberty Land Co. is not positively 
known, but it Is generally believed 
that the American Bridge Co. is the 
real purchaser and that the intention 
is to centralize the plants of that com- 
pany on the property in the near fu- 
ture. James A. Huston, general mana- 
ger of the Pittsburg district of the 
bridge company, is also president ot 
the Liberty Land Co.. Ambrldge. the 
new town established by the Ameri- 
can Bridge Co.. and where one of the 
largest struitural steel plants In tbe 
world is building, immediately Joins 
the Economy tract. 

The deal provides for the sale of all 
the holdings of the Economites except 
three or four acres In the old town 
which will be retained for the mem- 
bers still living and two blocks occu- 
pied by the "Great Hiui.se. " the home 
of Trustee Duss and the official head- 
quarters of the society, and the town 
hall with the famed Economy wine 
vaults nearby, remain In the old 
hands. There are only six living mem- 
bers of the society, including Trustee 
Duss, his wife and aeveral relatives by 
marriage. 

The main tract purchased extends 
miles along the Ohio river from 
near the Allegheny county line, taking 
in all of tbe township of Harmony and 
part of the township of E)conomy. it 
extends back ovar the hills almost a 
mile and a half.
